Dear Mike: 

You asked me to write a letter reporting a conversation 
which I had with an individual who made an inquiry about you.

That is all I can remember of it. It certainly did appear 
to me that when he made some statements implying improper con¬ 
duct on your behalf he was not who he represented himself to be. 
Unfortunately I made no notes or other memoranda of the conversa¬ 
tion .
